TOWNSHIP OF 
WHITCHURCH 

Planning must be on a regional 

and not on a municipal basis. This 
is obvious when we consider only 
two aspects of planning in North 
York — annexation and zoning. 

The towns which touch our bor- 
ders can only develop fully by 

planning to annex portions of ad- 
jacent townships. Long before a 
single municipal authority makes 
any recommendation with regard 
to annexation or zoning, these 
i matters should be discussed be- 
tween the Planning Boards of the 
municipalities concerned. 

At present there is nothing (ex- 
cept common sense) to prevent 
the Township of Whitchurch Issu- 
ing building permits authorizing 
the construction of a slaughter 
house for horses or a wrecking 
yard, to be built Just over the 
boundary of the residential sec- 
tions of the neighboring munici- 
palities. Obviously we would not 
issue permits for these to be built 
in the centre of our own residen- 
tial sections. 

Zoning implies the passing of a 
bylaw which restricts the location 
of industries, commercial enters- 
prises, homes, etc., to designated 
area*? within the boundaries of a 
municipality. But before any zon- 
ing bylaw is passed consideration 
must be given to the use present- 
lv being made of the property In 
adjoining municipalities and to the 

zoning plans of these municipali- 
ties. | 

8 is the opinion of this board 
that our Township does not re- 
quire a zoning bylaw at this time 
but considerations have already 
been given as to where industries 
can bo" most suitably located with- 
in the Township. 

Most heavy industries require 
ample water supply and sewage 
facilities. This Township can sup- 
ply neither. Most industries, 
heavy or )ight r prefer to be lo- 
cated adjacent to railway and 
main highways which are kept 
I open the year round.

Christmas, it is hurry that kills, 

Chief Constable Byron Burbidge 

says in an appeal for careful, 

sober and unhurried driving and 

walking during the holiday seas- 
on. * 

The rush of last minute shop- 
ping and visiting is blamed for 
most traffic tragedies at this time 
of year. Last year, on December 
23, which was the last business 
day before Christmas, 18 people 
were killed by cars in Ontario 
and hundreds more injured. 

Law enforcement is only part 
of the accident prevention prob- 
lem, the Chief says. Records 
show that inattention, careless- 
ness and lack of common sense 
account for most accidents. With 
uncertain weather and road con- 
ditions, and with more people on 
the roads day and night, every- 
one has to be more safety minded 

than usual. 

Police do their share to rid the 
roads of careless and dangerous 
drivers, says Chief Burbidge, par- 
ticularly those who insist on driv- 
ing after drinking, despite re- 
peated warnings. 

Recent changes in the law make 
it possible to prosecute more of 
these people. The driver whose 
"ability to drive is impaired by 
alcohol or any drug", can now be 
brought into coux-t, as well as 
the "intoxicated" driver. In 
either case their driving licenses 
will be suspended.

Now, our family rituals and 
Christmas observances were no 
finer than yours, but they were 
ours and the only ones we can 
record from our memory-book.

NEWSPAPER SERVICE 

The time when a local newspaper is put to the 
test is election-time, or again when some local problem 
excites discussion and differences of opinion. In our 
opinion, a local newspaper that is of any good to the 
community will take sides, first in order to state its 
own point of view and, second, to give guidance to public 

opinion. 

We took sides in the municipal elections in our 
town in 1950 and in 1951, and we have no reason to 
regret having done so. What we wrote was what we 
honestly thought; and the candidates were those, of 
course, to whom we gave our own votes. If the 1951 
elections were to be voted on again next week, the 
same men we voted for on Monday, December 10, 
would have our support. 

What we don't like, and never have liked, is a 
newspaper editor who sits on the fence, as still as a 
praying mantis waiting for what comes along. Such 
an editor often takes up the sanctimonious attitude of 
protesting that it isn't his place to express opinions 
on who should be elected and who should be rejected, 
lie boasts that he has no slate whereas the truth is 
he has no stomach tough enough to stand by an opinion 

of his own. 

We had a vote and we used it in the way that we 
thought would be most useful to the future of Aurora. 
We put our candidates on the record and backed them 
to our utmost limits in this newspaper, AH the men 
we supported for the council were elected, most of 
them by thumping majorities. 

For the reason that the citizens of Aurora gave 
such splendid support to the candidates we recom- 
mended for their favors, we have a right to take pride 
in the fact that this newspaper has the backing of the 
majority of the people of Aurora.

THE WRITTEN WORD 

We are in the happy position of not having to kow- 
tow to anybody on this paper. The only censor we have 
is our own conscience; and our only guide is the under- 
standing we have of the men who are playing their 
parts in the public life of this community. 

As far as it is possible for us to see into the future, 
Aurora will remain our permanent abiding place. For 
such a reason we are deeply interested in all that hap- 
pens here. We regard our work on this newspaper as 
very important work, since what we write inevitably 
influences the thoughts of those who read it. It is im- 
possible for anyone to read any newspaper or book 
without taking some impression from either. The 
written word has influence, either for good or bad, on 
whoever roads it. 

Readers of a newspaper have a right to expect 
opinions being clearly stated in it. And they have a 
further right to expect honest opinions. We have no 
time for people who trim their opinions to suit the 
mood of the moment. Such writers are more time- 
servers. Any editorial writer worth his salt will say 
what he honestly thinks and stand by it. Readers will 
respect him for his sincerity whether they agree with 
him or not. 

We have said many things in the past that haven't 
pleased everybody. In all likelihood the same thing 
will happen again. That will not worry us. What 
would worry ua would be writing something that we 
did not believe to be true, And there arc not enough 
dollars in all Canada to buy us for Judas work. 

Wo may die poor; but we shall not die rich on the 
money that is paid us for dishonest writing. There 
are many ways of losing one's soul. One of them is to 
writo words that one knows are not true. There is no 
greater sin than that. Those who commit it are due 
for a just oblivion. 

A CHRISTMAS WISH 

We hope all our readers will have a Happy Christ- 
inns. Wo write this in the knowledge that there are 
many who, for one reason or another, will not have 
as happy a Christmas as wo would wish. It, is no use 
blinding our eyes from the knowledge that Christmas 
Day will find many iwoplo encompassed by sorrow and 
suffering. We can hope, however, that even for these 
•troubled souls some sunshine will come on Christmas 
Day, to lighten their burdens and cause them to know 
that the milk of human Kindness still flows abundantly. 

There will be brightness in the hospitals, and in 
far-flung places over the earth whore lonely souls are 
reminded, In one form or another, that Christinas Day 
is one day in the year that is set apart from all of tho 
others. Wo have no magic wand wherewith to eliminate 
suffering, or heal tho pains of troubled hearts. But at 
least we can express the old-time wish for n Merry 
Christmas, and this wo do most sincerely. 

Wo havo lived too long not to -know that this world 
is no paradise Even as wo write this the war still 
goes on In far-away Korea; far away in distance but 
closo enough to Canada, since many Canadian boys will 
spend their Christmas Day defending with their lives 
tho freedom that is so precious to Christian peoples.

He beat Jim Murray by one 
vote and came fifth on the panel. 
Last year Mr. Tucker was beaten 
by 21 votes. He proved himself 
a sportsman. This is what he 
said, and what we published, on 
Thursday, December 14, 1050: 
"To show my appreciation to 
those who supported me on Mon- 
day, I shall hope to enter another 
municipal contest" 

Mr. Tucker kept his word.iHe 
did enter another municipal con- 
test on December to, 1061, and 
bent his closest competitor this 
year by over 200 votes. It was 
his third attempt to enter coun- 
cil, and the figures are very In- 
teresting, thus: 1949 he polled 

HiO votes; 1950 he polled 020 
votes; 1951 ho polled 753 votes.

A year ago we told Mr. Tucker 
that we would give him every 
support, If we were alive and 
well in 1951.

He has education, ability, 
and responsible business experi- 
ence. And he is a worker. As 
chairman of tho Wllklo Fund and 
other welfare causes he has not 
spared himself. 
• He comes from a country 
whoro public representatives do 
not squirm at newspaper criti- 
cism but thrive on it. Britain is

be copied out, so that the voters 
could be kept fully informed on 
what council did at each meet- 
ing. 

The new mayor, Dr. Crawford 
'Rose, expressed himself in favor 
of full press publicity for coun- 
cil, high and public school and 
hydro business, during his elec- 
tion campaign. We emphasized 
that fact in our editorial of De- 
cember 6, in which we urged the 
electors to return him as their 
mayor. We know that all the 
members of the new council are 
solid supporters of the freedom 
of the press. 

We mention this because of the 
strong opposition expressed in 
regard to Mayor Roll's action in 
refusing us access to the council 
folder, in face of the resolution 
that was passed on July 24, 1950, 
and because we have every rea- 
son to believe that it played a 
large part in his defeat on De- 
cember 10. 

At A Later Date 

However, this is Christmas 
time and we shall leave several 
matters over thai we want to 
discuss until the festive season 
has passed. In the early part of 
the new year we propose to dis- 
cuss with our readers a number 
of matters arising from our ex- 
perience of over two years in 

council work. 

For the present these matters 
can rest. We know the calibre 
of the two senior members of 
council. What are the qualifica- 
tions of the four newcomers to 
council? Why did we urge the 
electors to give them a place on 
council? Why did we ourselves 
vote for them? These are per- 
tinent questions and can !>c an- 
swered readily enough. 

Take the case of the youngest 
of them, Mr. Dale King. We 
heard a man say that he should 
not stand for council for the 
reason that he was too young. It 
seemed to us a stupid thing to 
say. We could have said that 
one of Britain's greatest slates- 
men became prime minister of 
that great nation when he was 
only 21 years old. We refer, of 
course, to William Pitt the 
younger. 

Dale King Is one of the mas- 
ters at St. Andrew's College and 
as such holds a very responsible 
position. At McGill university he 
was the vice-president of a coun- 
cil of 1,500 war veterans. This 
must have been a very impres- 
sive experience for any young 
man who had served his country 
for nearly six years In World 
War II. If he were qualified to 
serve Ids country for almost six 
years, certainly he was qualified 
to servo his home-town on the 
municipal council. Anyhow, tho 
boy who was "too young" receiv- 
ed 808 votes, to give him fourth 
place on the counci} panel. 

Mcfore wo campaigned for 
Dale King, or decided to vote for 
him, we hud two or three talks 
with him. Wo satisfied our- 
selves that lie would make n 
good councillor from our talks 
with him. He favors full press 
coverage of nil town business 
and has a program that ho will 
stand by. We congratulate him 
on his fine victory and feel «uro 
he will do well. It could be that 
tho man who thought ho was 
too young to become a member 
of council had an axo of his own 
to grind. Wo will leave it there. 
Other Candidates 

Wo supported Mr. D. James 
Murray because we know him to 
have a mind of his own. That 
fact was demonstrated in his 
brief hut offccllve address to tho 
elector* on nomination night. 
Besides, as ho said, ho was rear- 
ed on a diet of council business, 
his father, Mr. Archie Murray, 
having takon a prominent part In 
town business over a number of 
yearn. 

Mr. Murray will speak his 
mind in council irrespective of 
what other* may say. Wo don't 
know of any instance In tho now 
council of any "ye$ man." But if 
thero wcro it would not bo Jim 
Murray. He will tako an Inde- 
pendent course in the conduct of 
council biulnetv, while at tho 
name time being ready to co-op- 
erate In whatever pollcle* are 
bost suited to tho majority or hit 
fellow cttiteni.

Christmas has many and varied 
associations to different people. 
To hundreds of thousands every- 
where it is the season of the year 
when they endeavour to be at 
"home" with their kindred and 
friends; to others it is the occa- 
sion for holidays away from 
home; to all it is usually a season 
of joyousness, generosity, sym- 
pathy and fellow-feeling. It is 
also a religious season, though 
not so formally acknowleged as 
was the custom a generation or 
so ago. Nevertheless the reli- 
gious element is in the minds of 
multitudes who do not usually 
outwardly profess it 

It is good for us to remember 
what we owe to our Christian 
faith and practice. We hear a 
great deal today about the "spir- 
it" and "ideology" of certain so- 
cial and political doctrines and 
what they have done, what they 
are doing, and what they aim to 
do to and for the peoples which 
profess them and will adopt 
them; however, it is good to 
listen to the advice of Him who 
said, "By their fruits ye shall 
know them" — and judge them. 

As a Christmas message to 
your readers may I remind them 
that Christianity is the faith 
which emphasizes the value of 
the individual. A man is of more 
value than a sheep. He is not a 
mere number or cog or a replace- 
able part in soulless machinery. 
He is a living soul and a brother 
in Christ Jesus. 

In Christianity womenkind 
have received their highest honor 
and recognition and protection 
among all peoples that profess 
our faith. There are, of course, 
the odd exceptions, but such arc 
contrary to the Christmas "spirit" 
and "ideology". 

It is the season of considerate- 
ness to the poor, the lonely and 
forsaken, the strangers within 
our gales, the giving of hope to 
the despairing, and aid to out- 
casts and failures to help them 
redeem themselves. 

• But in our modern Christian 
civilization the Christmas season 
is particularly that of and for 
the children. This is in keeping 
with the teaching and example of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, 
who, when mothers brought their 
children to Him that He might 
touch them, and the disciples re- 
buked them that brought them 
and would have sent them away, 
"Which when Jesus saw He was 
much displeased and said unto 
them, 'Suffer the little children 
to come unto me, for of such is 
the Kingdom of God?' 

The tremendous importance 
and great worth of the child has 
gripped the imaginations of 
many nations and peoples who 
are non-Christian or anti-Chris- 
tian. Hitler and his government 
paid particular attention to the 
childhood and youth of Germ- 
any, with the avowed purpose of 
creating a race of "supermen", 
Russia and her satellite states 
have adopted similar policies. 
Turkey, Israel, India and China 
also aim to develop the bodies 
and to capture the minds and 
souls of the children and youth 
of their countries. 

The Labor party in Britain 
claim quite justifiably that 
through their social legislation 
the childhood and youtli of the 
land were better fed, clothed 8nd 
provided for than at any period 
of the nation's history. 

The spirit of Christmas and the 
"ideology 1 ' of Christ are no 
longer confined to the peoples 
and parts of the world called 
Christian; they are now part of 
the policies of almost all the 
races of the earth; they realize 
the worth of the little child, and 
for all Christians that worth is 
to mean the coming of the King* 
dom of God; that Kingdom 
wherein dwell truth, justice, 
righteousness, goodness and 
love, and the keynote of all 
Christmas messages, "Peace on 
earth and good will among men".

This man and his 
wee boy v/cre walking along a 
street The lad became much 
interested in the lighted win-

and Joseph, this scene is Christ- 
mas for all men. We know the 
purpose of His coming — to re- 
deem and save fallen man. Dy- 
ing on the Cross of Calvary was 

to be His redemptive act. But 

what we might overlook is, that 
by living for 33 years He was to 
teach all men how they ought 
to live. Our Divine Lord had 
to teach men that they are great, 
not by what they had or by what 
they did, but by what they are. 

At the time of Christ's com- 
ing, man hungered after wealth, 
pleasure and power as being the 
constituent elements of his great- 
ness. Man judged that he would 
find happiness in the possession 
of these things and in the power 
to enjoy them independently of 
any higher authority than his 
own. Universal disorder and 
degradation was the inevitable 
result. Christ practised and 
taught that man's true greatness 
and his highest liberty consists in 
his complete independence of 
what is created and his utter 
subjection to the Divine Creator. 
For man was made by God and 
to live in eternal union with God. 
Man was made great by God. 
According to the Divine Plan 
man was to be the adopted child 
of God, and share in the rights! 
and privileges of His Only-Be- 
gotten Son, "heirs indeed of God 
and joint heirs with Christ." 

If there is one lesson taught 
from the crib of Christ, it is this 
— man is great — every man is 
great. Circumstances of birth, 
wealth or poverty, power or the 
lack of power, race or country 
do not make man great or small.

To recognize each individual as 
a child of God, in spite of race 
or color, regardless of position or 
circumstances of life, and to ad- 
mit the rights of every indivi- 
dual, should be the aim and am- 
bition of men of good will.

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This is the twenty-eighth instalment of a continuing 
"Story of Sharon" from its founding to the present. The 

story was written mfter almost two years of research 
and will, we believe, be a major contribution to know- 
ledge of the past. The remaining instalments will 
follow weekly. 

Civil War -of stark tragedy shocked the en- 

With desperate bitterness the j tire world. In January, 1865, 

Abraham Lincoln had been re- 
elected. Slavery appeared doom- 
ed and peace was urged. Then on 
April 14 President Lincoln was 
assassinated. The tension of the 
war had been keenly felt and in 

Sharon this climaxed the reports 

of horror already circulated. 

World news did not travel as 

quickly then as now. Robert and 
Martha Barker had driven from 
Uxbridge to Toronto with a load 



the war dragged on through 
four weary years. At the close, 
the anguish of the south was 
beyond human comprehension. 

President Lincoln gazed "In pa- 
thetic wonder" on the African 
crowd, which by his act had be- 
come citizens. Every influence 
of the northern politician had 

been brought to bear upon the 
newly enfranchised negro who, 
for himself, had elected an atti- 
tude of quiesence. The fight had [of grain and were there when 
been between white people of I the word was received.

Canadian Help 

Canadians crossed the border 

to fight on the side of the north, 
John Kavanagh, of Sharon, 
showed his sympathy by joining 
the northern army. On October 
28, 1864, word was received at 
Sharon that James Lundy, eldest 
son of Reuben Lundy, who had 
volunteered to the American 
army, had died of fever at 
David's Island hospital. Another 
Sharon-born man, Robert Haines, 
of the Federal army, had appeal- 
ed to military authority for leave 
to visit his mother who was seri- 
ously ill. Permission was refus- 
ed. He fled the army, bent on 
his compassionate errand. 

To return meant court martial. 
He made his way to Canada and 
up the second concession of East 
GwiJIimbury to Sharon, and un- 
der cover of darkness arrived at 
the home of his grandfather, 
Samuel Haines. Here he remain- 
ed until peace had been restored. 
The next year, 1366, Robert 
Haines of Illinois was married 
to Esther, third daughter of Reu- 
ben Lundy. 

At Sharon the music was ting- 
ed with American martial sv/ing, 
and the songs were filled with 
sentimental appeal; both were 
heard as the tides of battle ebbed 
and flowed. "Tenting Tonight," 
Just Before the Battle, Mother," 
Marching Through Georgia." 
Dixie," sung for the first time 
by the Confederate soldiers, was 
heard on the streets of Sharon. 
Those pathetically tender plan- 
tation songs, "Old Folks At 
Home," "Old Black Joe," "Old 
Kentucky Home," Sharon knew 
and loved and sang them all, and 
in the fragrant warmth of the 
summer evenings their melodies, 
played by the Sharon band, 

echoed across the sleeping fields. 
Lincoln Killed 

The prospect of immediate 
termination of the war in victory 
for the northern armies, with 
peace and restoration, seemed 
about_ to he realized when news 
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half-way halt was at the home 
of Charles Haines at Sharon, to 
whom they reported the tragic 
news. 

On April 21, 1365, the people 
of Sharon held a public solemn 
service in the Temperance hall, 

as an expression of sympathy. 
John Terry was chairman and 
J. J. Collins was the secretary. 
(It is thought this latter was the 
school teacher.) David Willson 
was unable to be present, but a 
letter from him was read which 
conveyed his sympathy and ap- 
proval of the meeting. The Wes- 

Ieyan minister. Rev. Mr. Dren- 
nen, had charge of the devotional 

part. Rev. Mr. Coates, the Epis- 
copal minister, read an address. 
A resolution was moved by Wil- 
liam Doan and seconded by 
Henry Stiles, that the inhabi- 
tants of the village of Sharon, 

Canada West, deeply sympa- 
thized with their neighbors to 
the south in their time of na- 
tional grief. David Willson had 

also composed a poem for the 
occasion which was sung by 
those present 

Lancashire Fund 

Because of the failure of the 
cotton market, due to the war in 
the United States, terrible dis- 
tress existed in Lancashire, Eng- 
land. The Globe's London Let- 
ter in 1362, remarked: "The suf- 
fering in the cotton districts 
helps very much toward making 
us loath the American struggle, 
and strengthens the longing for 
its cessation." 

A fund was started to assist 
these peope to which Sharon 
contributed. Sharon also assist- 
ed at a large Masonic hall given 
in aid of the I>ancashirc Fund. 
The Fenian Raids 

The last shot in the Civil War 
had not been fired when appre- 
hensive excitement was occa- 
sioned by a rumor that a banded 
association in the United States, 
known as the Fenians, was plan- 
ning to invade Canada. To the 

preliminary drilling and loud* 

tongued preparation, the Ameri- 
can authorities had remained in- 
different. Supposed sj ipathiz- 
ers in Canada, at the moment of 
invasion, were expected to join 
in the ill-conceived, " fantastic 
scheme to separate Ireland from 
Kngland. A Newmarket Era, 
November 18, 1864, remarked 
they would receive a warm wel- 
come, and a homestead six feet 
by two feet, for such was the 
feeling roused in this district 
alone that a company of from 200 
to 300 men, armed, could have 
quickly collected to do battle. 
Outcome of War 

All of this was the outcome of 
the Civil War. The northern 
states had insisted that England 
had sympathized with the south. 
It was possible, nay, probable, 
that aristocrat had sympathized 
with aristocrat, but it was known 
beyond dispute that Queen Vic- 
toria had approved the caitse of 
the north, and had instructed 
her government to refrain from 
any recognition of the southern 
cause. Also had Disraeli and 
John Bright. 

Even the f^ancashire people, 
dependent as they were on 
southern cotton, preferred and 
actually had starved, rather than 
ask the British government to 
interfere. Canada had contribut- 
ed thousands of volunteers to the 
northern armies, and an Ameri- 
can paper spoke very appreci- 
atively of the Canadians who 

had crossed the border to help. 
and dismissed the threatened in- 
vasion as purely bluff. 

The matter was laid before the 
government and on November 
25, 1864, the Canadian govern- 
ment issued a proclamation pro- 
hibiting any exportation of arms 
and ammunition, through south- 
ern sympathizers, to the south- 
ern belligerents, and expressed a 

determination not to be a party 

to the struggle. On December 
17, J8G*, the official Gazette di- 
rected that service battalions be 

formed at each military district 

— East Gwillimbury to supply 29, 
Each man was required to serve 

aix days at 60 cents per day. 

For a time it seemed to have 
been "much ado about nothing", 
simply a hoax, and current news- 
papers expressed contempt for 

the imagined danger. Suddenly 
a mysterious stranger, a suppos- 
ed emissary, and -a mysterious 
box, supposed to contain wea- 
pons, simultaneously reached the 
depot at Newmarket Both were 
proved Innocent of any ulterior 
purpose. 



merit was intense. Roman Ca- 
tholic clergy warned parishion- 
ers to have nothing to do with 
these people. A public letter 
appeared in the Toronto papers, 
signed by Vicar-General, repudi- 
ating any part by that church in 
Toronto. The Honorable D'Arcy 
McGee spoke strongty in warn- 
ing against these ill-advised 
hoodlums. For this he paid with 
his life from a shot in the back 
by one of the brotherhood. An 
attempt was made also to assas- 
sinate Queen Victoria. 

In March, 1868, 10,000 volun- 
teers were called out. Reports 
of the trouble were sent to the 
United States, only to be receiv- 
ed with amusement. Canada 
sent troops to protect the border 
and to put down all illegal dem- 
onstrations, especially by south- 
ern sympathizers. On June 1, 
1866, some 1,500 to 2,000 raiders, 

under "General" O'Neil crossed 

at Black Rock and took posses- 
sion of Fort Erie, then pushed 

on to Ridgeway, where by the 
united efforts of Colonels 
Booker and Peacock, they were 
defeated, and 230 prisoners tak- 
en. This was not without loss to 
the Canadians. Attempts to in- 
vade at other points were made, 
hut these failed through the 
vigilance of the Canadians. 
Sharon Volunteers 

I Invasion had taken place. In- 
tense enthusiasm was roused in 
Sharon neighborhood; not even 
in 1837 had so much excitement 
swept the village. In July. 1866, 
the people of Sharon and sur- 
rounding country raised a volun- 
teer company and regularly each 
week they met for drill. The 
drill took place in the field im- 
mediately north of the present 
school property and which be- 
longed to Charles Haines. They 
tendered their services to the 

government. William Sclby was 
captain, James Parnham was 
lieutenant and John Selby was 
ensign. The company number- 
ed 4% besides the officers, and 

the proficiency of the men in 
drill was very marked. In this 
each man exhibited a deep and 
lively interest. One well recalls 
hearing from those who were 
children at the time, of the thrill 

occasioned to those who assem- 
bled to watch the "red coats". 

On the morning of September 
21, 1866, it was plainly to be 
seen that something more than 
usual was on the tapis, for 
shortly after seven o'clock the 
red coats began moving along 

the streets of Newmarket to 
leave on the 0.45 train for Camp 
Thorold. The Sharon volunteers 
came in headed by the Sharon 
band, and the Home Guards of 
Newmarket turned out in uni- 
form to escort them. An im- 
mense crowd gathered — one wo- 
man strewed flowers before the 
marching men — the Sharon band 
played 'The Girl I Left Behind 
Me," and "Auld I,ang Syne." 
The train arrived, and mid 
cheers for the volunteers the 
whistle sounded, and as the train 
picked up speed, the Sharon 
band struck up "God Save the 
Queen"! 

In June, 1868, the British gov- 
ernment protested to the Am- 
erican government against these 
Fenian demonstrations. The Buf- 
falo Express at the same time 
announced in unmistakable lan- 
guage that the president of the 
United States would not allow 
a repetition of the raids. 

It continued: "It cannot be 



done without an open violation 

of our neutrality laws, and that 
the president cannot and dare 
not attempt to justify, . . the Can* 
adian venture is so mad and 
suicidal that it will be prevented 
upon humanitarian principles." 
Newmarket Era 

A telegram from Ottawa to the 
Globe set forth that the govern* 
ment had received information 
from the British ambassador at 
Washington that the American 
government was determined to 
prevent any further breach of 
relations. The Newmarket Era 
added, "Had this course been 
pursued in 1868 we should have 
been spared the scenes enacted. 1 '

The long arm of coincidence 
was stretching a bit when It 
brought us into contact with a 
friend of some years back and 
one we haven't seen for some 
years. At a meeting of the 
Aurora council, the members 
duly considered a letter from a 
visitor who, while parked on 
Yonge St. briefly to get direc- 
tions, had received a parking 
ticket. . 

The letter pointed out that 
they had been parked only a 
minute and then had gone oa 
their way to their destination 
where they had duly put a 
nickel in the parking meter. 

The writer of the letter said 
he was blind. Clerk Ken Moses 
had difficulty making out the 
name but finally spelled it out # 
Yick Wong. V/hen we heard the 
name, we began to remember 
years ago, when a cub on the 
Toronto Star, how we had met 
Yick, and the fun we had had 
since. 

Yick was the editor of the 
Chinese Times, a Chinese lang- 
uage daily paper published in 
Toronto. He was blind even 
then but it made no appreciable 
difference to his editing of the 
paper. His assistants would 
read him the news dispatches 
and he would tell them how he 
wanted the news handled. He 
dictated his editorials. 

Yick also had an interest in 
a restaurant and on Saturday 
nights, we would go there for 
v/hat was the best of Chinese 
food. We always privately be- 
lieved that Yick would have 
preferred good, rare roast beef 
to such exotic dishes as barbe- 
cued pork and roast duck, but 
he was a considerate host and 
we dined well. 

Yick has since left the Chin- 
ese paper and now travels a 
great deal and we had lost con- 
tact with him until Monday 
night when at Aurora, he asked 
that a parking ticket be can- 



celled.

The tune, is said to have been 
sung in France to a carol called 
A Young Maiden. Father Her- 
beuf wrote in 1642: **The Ind- 
ians have a particular devotion 
for the night that was enlight- 
ened in honor of the manger of 
the Infant Jesus . . . Even those 
who were at a distance of more 
than two days journey met at 
a given place to sing hymns in 
honor of the newborn Child."

The Top Six Inches 



It is just a week before 
Christmas. As much as we 
would like to tell you about the 
latest happenings in the milk 
business and the last word on 
the ballot for an agency or the 
latest capers of the Milk Con- 
trol Board, we are unable to 
shut out this feeling that the 
singing of carols and the extra 
excitement of our children and 
the slowly accumulating pile of 
Christmas cards (some addres- 
sed to our spouse only) bring 
with it. 

As the day of His birth ap- 
proaches, we feet more and 
more keenly that we have a 
lot to be thankful about, and 
as we do the winter chores in 
the barn and look at our young 
cattle growing and occasionally 
sit in front of a fireplace, we 
are in a very mellow mood. 

We feel we all had a good 
year as years on a farm go. We 
had a lot of mud in the spring 
and we had a chance to thunder 
about roads. We had a latlsh 
spring and the seed didn't al- 
ways get in the ground In time. 
But we learned from it. Hay* 
ing was hard this year, and the 
quality isn't too good, but there 
is a lot of it and the cows will 
eat it. It also proved to \»3 that 
grass silage is every bit as good 
as it is cracked up to be. Our 
cows are testing higher, milk- 
ing well and look good. We 
Aid have a difficult harvest and 

we were sore at the Minister of 
Agriculture for counting chick* 
ens before they were hatched. 
But when all the results were 
in ho wasn't too far off Jhe 
beam. 

We were hurt with the coit 
of living and the long prolonged 
negotiation for a new milk 
price. We learned from it. 
The marketing agency polled a 
vote of within 100 votes to be 
carried, As a result of it, we 
may have a Btronger organisa- 
tion. In any case, we couldn't 
have a worse year for milk pro* 
duetlon, again as far as price 
i* concerned. 

We should also be grateful 
for the New Milk Control 
Hoard. They mode a point of 



doing everything awkwardly 
and in a weak and hesitant 
manner. Just before Christmas, 
though, we feel they could only 
improve from here on. In any 
case it taught us the futility of 
political meddling and the dan- 
ger of a system where elections 
are not the selection of the 
best man for a job, but a con* 
spiracy to stay in power. 

We should also be grateful 
•that we have achieved for all 
intents and purposes a one 
party Government without hav- 
ing to resort to a dictator by 
the simple and democratic 
means of being lazy and unin- 
terested in the business of run- 
ning our community. We are 
bound to learn from it and ap- 
preciate the freedom of this 
country which includes the 
freedom from having to shoul- 
der any responsibility at elec- 
tion time. 

We are grateful for the health 
we enjoyed and the tolerance 
other people showed towards 
our foibles. We should be 
thankful to be allowed to tell 
you what we felt was worth 
telling you and the remarkable 
Christian spirit of understand- 
ing which greeted some of our 
wilder utterances.

King townsnip councO agreed 
to write immediately to the pro- 
vincial department of highways 
and the department of health, 
after hearing a complaint laid by 
Bryan Upjohn of King about the 
smoke nuisance caused from op- 
eration of a furnace fired by soft 
coal on King railway siding by 
the Storm Construction Co. this 
fall. This company is working 
on the Toronto-Barrie highway. 
He said an appeal to the de- 
partment of health had resulted 
in the company using hard coal. 
This, he said, brought little im- 
provement. While the furnace 
is not now in operation, it would 
likely be started up again when 
work is resumed in the spring. 
Mr. Upjohn said the company 
has a "fat contract", and moved 
in within 265 feet of his property. 
He said the public is suffering. 
Property value is lowered, and it 
would only be a matter of time 
before the health of residents in 
this sector would be affected, he 

charged. 
When asked by Reeve Arm- 
I strong what he would suggest, 
Mr. Upjohn said if the pipe line 
were moved several feet south of 
its present terminal and an oil 
burning furnace installed by the 
company, he believed the smoke 
nuisance would be eliminated as 
far as damage to property and 
detriment to health were con- 
cerned. He was told the town- 
ship has no power to pass a by- 
law regarding smoke or noise 
nuisances. Mr. Upjohn told 
council he would appreciate a 
letter forwarded to the provin- 
cial departments at once. 
Mother Requests Excavations 
Be Barricaded 

While King Township building 
by-law demands that excavations 
be barricaded from the time they 
arc dug, only one out of four 
persons has attempted to conform 
to the by-law after notification 
by the township solicitor, Mrs. 
Beryl Fleet told council. 

She said village trustees had 
tried to have these abandoned, 
water-filled holes made safe for 
her two young children and 
those of her neighbor, Mrs. Alex 
Campbell. Three of these un- 
protected excavations are on 
Dew Street. The fourth, owned 
by a Mr. Sherratt, on Williams 
St., has recently been guarded by 
a wire fence put up "by hand". 
The fence itself would be ade- 
quate were it properly installed, 
she said. One of the property 
owners had erected signs, "WD 
Trespassing". . . ^
